The gambling Interests of Reno are 


now confronted with a new problem. 
The men who deal faro, run the rou- 
lette tables and sundry other games 
that are now flourishing around town, 
are to organize a union. 
"Little" Jack Crelghton, a gambler 


from Oklahoma. Is at the head of the 
new movement and has already secur- 
ed a number of signatures to the pe- 
tition to organize. 
The word of a 


gambler is considered as good as his 
signature and those who are in the 
movement may be depended upon to 
stay until the finish. 
At present all dealers are paid $6 


a day for their work, 
while case 


keepers and lookouts receive $2.60. 


Mr. Crelghton last evening stated 


that this Is not enough to support a 
man in Reno. His scale calls for $7.50 
per day for dealers and $4 per day 
for cose keepers and lookouts. 


The movement affects more 
than 


100 men. It comes as a surprise to 
the men who furnish the bank rolls 
and thus far they have failed to state 
whether or not they will grant the 
demands of the men who are in charge 
of their money. If a strike Is called 
every game In Reno will either be 
tied up or run by a proprietor.

REFERENDUM ORDINANCES ON GAMBLING 


T 


HRE1C referendum ordinnnros. having for their object 


the licensing, regulating and control of gambling, 


•will he submitted to the people of IU>no at the forthcoming 
rlty election. 
While differing radically in method, the 


Hame idea of doing something to restrict the gambling evil 
pervodes all three. Following are the features embodied 
In oach of the proposed ordinance". 


Ordinance No. 1 makes a distinction between gamblln;* 


conducted on the upper floor and the lower floor In the 
amount of license which shall be paid for the privilege. 
and also provides for the employment of a special uni- 
formed officer at the expense of the holder of the license 
to prevent the entrance of minors to places where the 
games are conducted. The ordinance proposes a license of 
$150 
for the llrst quarter and $75 per quarter thereafter 


on all gamea conducted on upper floors, and $300 for .be 
first quarter and $200 for each succeeding quarter there- 
after on all games carried on on lower floors. 


Ordinance No. 2 makes no distinction between upstairs 


and downstairs gambling, but licenses all alike In the 
sum of $200 for the first month and $100 for each suc- 
ceeding month thereafter. 


Ordinance No. 3 proposes to separate entirely fron 


places wherein liquors are sold and provides that gambling 
shall not be carried on in any building of this city where- 
in a saloon Is conducted unless separated by a solid, up- 
right wall without doors or other entrance between. 


At present all gambling games in the city of Reno ar> 


required to pay a license of $30 per quarter. It will b<» 
noted that Ordinance No. 2 Increases this to $300 per quar- 
ter after the first month or ten times the present license 
exacted. 
No. l Increases the license two and one-half 


times and provides further that a special officer shall De 
employed at the expense of the licensee to prevent thi 
entrance of minors to the room where the games are car- 
ried on. 


It has been stated that the distinction made In the 


amount of the license between games run upstairs and 
those on the lower Moor will revive the old Issue of up- 
ctalrs and downstairs gambling. 
To this it may be said 


that If the license is made the sanu' to both all will soon 
bo downstairs. The experience of the post two years has 
proven that If It Is desired to restrict gambling no more 
effective method was 
«>v»-r devisod than that of forcing 


them upstairs. 
As a proof of this It will be rememberel 


that at l«>as; s»'ven saloons prepared upper floor accom- 
modations and opened gambling halls in this city two 
years ago upon tho passage of ttio upstairs gambling lav. 
I'p to tlif time that law was rt>p«*a!fd by the last- legisla- 
ture only two survived the restriction. On the other han-l 
an soon as th*> law was repealed games opened In nearly 
every saloon In Reno on the ground floor. From this Jt 
must be Inforrod that there is a difference In favor of 
downstairs gambling to the proprietors of these resort 9. 
If such Is the case. It woul.l seem no more than Just tht-t 
they be made to pay the difference in support of the city 
treasury. 


On the other hand If It Is desirable to suppress gamb- 


ling altog- ,er ,is far as licensing Is concerned. No. 2 of- 
fers a solution. It can be safely stated that no game can 
run under such a license. 


With respect to the third ordinance It may be said that 


It will have the effect of altogether suppressing gambling 
within the city limits, confining it to private clubs or the 
establishment of large places dedicated to games of chance 
alone, as it makes no provision for licensing games. It 
must be taken in conjunction with one of the other of the 
ordinances as a revenue producer.

VAG ORDINANCE BADLY NEEDED 


I 


T transpires that under the present city charter no pro- 


vision is made for the conviction of vagrants by the 


police Judge. 


Sec. 2. Article XIV provides that the municipal court 


shnll have the powers and Jurisdiction as are now provid- 
ed by law for justices of »he peace, wherein any person 
or persons are charged with the breach or violation of the 
provisions of any ordinance of said city or of this charter, 
of a police nature. It Is held by th«» city attorney that und»r 
this section no authority Is conferred upon the police Judge 
except such as may be specially conferred by ordinance. 
Acting upon the advice of the city attorney, the judge has 
declined to try cases for vagrancy and the result Is that 
ali such cases are transferred to the justice court. Since 
th£ latter court has been placed on a salary basis Instead 
of the fee system there Is a noticeable falling off In the 
number of arrests for affennes of this nature by the con- 
stabulary, and as a result the city Is being overrun with 
tramps and vagrants of all descriptions. 


The Journal has been given to understand that tro 


present council hesitates to leave unfinished business fo.- 
Us possible successors and hence Is Inclined to leave the 
matter to be pased upon by the council to be elected next 
month.
